First child-appropriate gym will open in St. Maarten in December 


~ Aims to put dent in child obesity ~ 


COLE BAY-Princess Port 
de Plaisance is hoping to 
put a dent in child obesity in 
St. Maarten/St. Martin with 
the opening of the first full- 
service child-appropriate gym 
on island. 

News of the children’s gym 
comes in the midst of mounting 
concerns about obesity among 
youths in the Netherlands 
Antilles and the need for 
children to be more physically 
active and health conscious. 
The gym will be equipped 
with a line of resistance 
equipment recently designed 
specifically for children ages 
five to 18, such as child- 
appropriate treadmills, weight 
machines, bikes and kick 
boxing equipment. 

Plans for the gym were 
born sometime back when 
Katsiaryna Ozkan, a mother 
of four young children and 
wife of Princess Group of 
Companies President Sudi 
Ozkan, saw the need for such 
a facility for children. 

Work on the facility began 
several months ago and is 


expected to be completed in 
time for a tentative December 
opening. The 70-square metre 
gym will be located in the 
renovated spa and fitness club 
at Port de Plaisance which will 
be rebranded Princess Country 
Club when re-opened. The 
Country Club will contain a 
full-service spa and fitness 
centre: an adult’s gym, a spa, 
a full service salon, three 
studios (each with capacity 
to accommodate some 30 
persons at a time) and the lap 
pool; it aims to fulfil just about 
any request for its clients. 
Ozkan said, as a mother of 
young school-aged children, 
she had always been concerned 
about children’s health and 
fitness and had wanted to 
design a facility where young 
children could work out and 
maintain healthy bodies on 
equipment tailored to their 
specific needs. 

She shares the view expressed 
in some circles that the issue 
of child obesity is not only 
about what kids eat, but also 
about how physically active 





they are. 

Katsiaryna said while “food 
should be our medicine,” 
physical activities are just 
as important to creating and 
maintaining a healthy lifestyle 
and bodies that can ward 
off future diseases such as 
diabetes and hypertension. 

She said too that the intention 
was for entire families to 
come out to the Country Club 
and work out together, as there 
would be facilities specifically 
for children as well as for their 
parents. 

Personal kids’ fitness 
instructors will be on hand to 
supervise children using the 
kids’ gym. The manager of the 
facility Shakila Snijders is also 
a trained child psychologist. 
Katsiaryna said all the 
equipment ordered was child 
safe, so parents wouldn’t have 
to worry about their children 


being hurt while exercising. 
The entire gym was also being 
constructed child-safe to 
minimise possible injuries to 
children. 

“We want to bring families 
here to be fit together,” said 
Katsiaryna. “If the father or 
mother is engaged in a sport, 
the children can work out in a 
gym that suits their level. We 
realised that there is a need for 
kids to continue being active 
and we wanted to ensure that 
there are facilities available 
for them to lead healthier 
lifestyles,” she said. 

The line of gym equipment 
is from the SHOKK® brand 
- a company which reportedly 
specialises in professional 
fitness for the youth sector. The 
equipment is designed based 
on up-to-date international 
anthropometric measurements; 
has counterbalanced 


mechanisms providing the 
appropriate starting weight; 
features numerically engraved 
gas lift guided seats and 
contains elevated extra non¬ 
slip platforms for support 
and safety, and oversized 
ergonomic rotational 

thermoplastic grips give extra 
comfort. 

Given the relevance of the 
issue of obesity in St. Maarten, 
Katsiaryna said special 
discounts would be offered to 
early birds who signed up for 
use of the facility. 

The Parliamentary Committee 
on Obesity reported last week 
that they were concerned about 
child obesity and found obesity 
among youngsters to be very 
high, and they underscored 
the need for a preventative 
approach, which owners of the 
new gym are hoping that their 
facility will provide. □ 


SHTA latest to write Exco on Mullet Bay urging action 


PHILIPSBURG-St. Maarten Hospitality and 
Trade Association (SHTA) is the latest group 
to write the Executive Council urging action 
at Mullet Bay and deploring the condition of 
Rhine Road. SHTA’s letter to the council is 
in support of the concerned businesses and 
residents of Cupecoy. 

“The SHTA believes that, based on the feedback 
from visitors and the string of robberies that 
occur in that abandoned area, the request to 
clean up the district is fair,” SHTA’s letter read 
in part. 

“We understand that circumstances have 
prevented Government from getting involved 
in the past. However, we feel that it is high time 
that all efforts be made to prevent harm against 
our valued residents and visitors,” it read. 

The SHTA board outlined that Mullet Bay was 
also identified in the Tourism Master Plan, 
where it was suggested to develop it into a 
country club to ensure sustainable tourism 


development. 

“The SHTA agrees that this action could 
enhance St. Maarten’s tourism product and 
attract the genre of tourist that we lost 14 years 
ago. 

However, given the current global developments, 
this may not be the appropriate time for such an 
investment,” the letter read. 

SHTA said it hoped the Executive Council 
would realise the danger that the adverse 
conditions of Mullet Bay and Rhine Road 
posed, and would take the necessary steps to 
improve the condition of the area. 

SHTA’s letter comes on the heels of the petition 
started about two weeks ago, which should be 
presented to Lt. Governor Franklyn Richards 
some time this week. CEO of the Maho Group 
Saro Spadaro, developers of Blue Mall and 
private citizens have all issued statements or 
written the Executive Council about Mullet 
Bay. □ 
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Darren James tells NA congress: 
Keep pace with evolving world 

~ Market the island to bring its youngsters home ~ 


PHILIPSBURG—Leadership 
should be able to keep the 
country in pace with the 
evolving world, was the 
prominent message in Darren 
James’ keynote address at the 
first congress of the governing 
National Alliance (NA) 
political party on Sunday. 
James, son of the late NA 
leader Vance James, Jr., 
was selected by NA to 
address party members and 
supporters at the congress 
titled “Together, moving 
forward.” 

“As time passes and the world 
around us evolves physically,

Maarten was to move forward 
with country status, “then 
we have to start thinking 
like a country and regarding 
ourselves as a country,” 
adding, “As time moves 
on, knowledge is shared, 
experiences are documented 
and the torch that bums so 
brightly must be passed on in 
order to keep its flame.” 

In this regard, he told the party 
St. Maarten’s youngsters, 
whether on or off the island, 


were some of the sharpest, 
well-trained minds in the 
country’s history and there 
was a need to get them back 
to the country to fully utilise 
their abilities. 

He noted that St. Maarten, a 
well-loved tourist destination, 
had learned very well how 
to market itself to attract 
international visitors who 
often made the island their 
home.

“It is a 
most difficult task to change 
the minds of those who 
support others and assist those 
with no opinion or preference 
to formulate one during a 
brief campaign, when you 
most have their attention.

None too soon 


As some may have noticed, 
yachting activity on the Dutch 
side appears to be considerable 
less that a year ago, with 
the high season around the 
comer. While this may have 
something to with the world 
economy, the opposite seems 
to be the case on the French 
side of Simpson Bay Lagoon 
and in Marigot. 

The decline did not come 
unexpectedly and was 
predicted by the local yachting 
community as a direct result of 
the drastic and unannounced 
increase of bridge and mooring 
fees by Simpson Bay Lagoon 
AuthorityCorporation(SLAC) 
at the beginning of last year. 
Despite repeated warnings 
by, among others, the local 
marinas and the St. Maarten 
Marine Trades Association 
(SMTA) that these fees were 
making the Dutch side less 
competitive compared to 
other yacht havens such as 
Antigua, Tortola, St. Barths 
and the French side, the SLAC 
fees were maintained based 
on the financing scheme for 
the extended and renovated 
bridge. 

The latter work was done 
precisely to accommodate 
bigger yachts and the growing 
local marine service industry, 
but the effect of the fees 
introduced to finance it all 
appears tohavehadtheopposite 
effect. The local government 
when called on for a solution 
has repeatedly pointed to the 
way SLAC was set up: with a 
corporate stmcture that makes 
intervention difficult at best. 
The plan is now (see last 
week Tuesday’s paper) for 
St. Maarten Harbour Group 
of Companies to take over 
SLAC and so bring Simpson 
Bay Lagoon back under 
the umbrella of the local 
port authority. The idea is 
obviously that this would 


enable a breakthrough in 
the current impasse, which 
continues at the expense of the 
marine sector and businesses 
that depend on it, as well as 
their employees. 

That a consultant was hired 
who was very much involved 
in the development of local 
marinas and the yachting 
industry on the island in 
general in any case inspires 
confidence that the problem 
will be dealt with seriously. 
The big question now is how 
long the announced takeover, 
study and implementation 
of its recommendations will 
take, because there is not 
much time to lose. 

With both stay-over and cruise 
tourism doing relatively well, 
the yachting sector cannot be 
allowed to fall behind any 
more because of a continued 
refusal to reverse what was 
an obvious estimation error. 
Whether it’s by refinancing 
the bridge loan or whatever 
other means, the Dutch side 
of Simpson Bay Lagoon must 
be made competitive again if 
all the headway made through 
investments and efforts to 
develop this sector over the 
years is not to go down the 
drain. 

All in all, the move to finally 
do something about SLAC 
and its fees comes none too 
soon. □ 


Curacao opposition wants rid of US base 


The leader of a leftwing opposition 
party on the Dutch island of Cura 9 ao 
has said the island should shut down its 
US military base. 

The contract with the United States ends 
next year, and Helmin Wiels, leader 
of the Pueblo Soberano party, says it 
should not be renewed. He says he wants 
to prevent Curasao from being dragged 


into what he predicts will be a future 
war between the US and Venezuela. 
The US has a number of military bases 
in Colombia, and Mr Wiels claims the 
country is intent on a confrontation with 
Venezuela’s leftwing President Hugo 
Chavez. He is concerned that if Curasao 
continues to host the US base, Caracas 
will view the island as enemy territory. 


“We’re a small country,” he says, “and 
it’s better for us to keep everyone as a 
friend.” 

Curasao, in the Netherlands Antilles, 
lies just 70 kilometres of the Venezuelan 
coast. The US uses its military base, 
which opened in 2000, to fly missions 
to combat drug production in South 
America. □

WASHINGTON - Federal 
Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke on Monday said the 
central bank will keep a close 
eye on the sliding U.S. dollar 
even as he pledged anew to 
keep interest rates at record- 
lows to nurture the economic 
recovery. 

In remarks to the Economic 
Club of New York, Bernanke 
engaged in a delicate dance. 
He made clear Fed 
policymakers will keep rates at 
super-low levels. Yet through 
his words, Bernanke is also 
trying to bolster confidence 
in the dollar without actually 
raising rates, a move that 
could short-circuit the fragile 
recovery. 

Economists say a free-fall 
in the value of the dollar is 
remote but can’t be entirely 
dismissed. 

Although low interest rates 
can put additional downward 
pressure on the dollar, they are 
needed to encourage American 
consumers and businesses 
to spend more and fuel the 


economic turnaround. 

“We are attentive to the 
implications of changes in the 
value of the dollar,” Bernanke 
said in rare remarks about the 
greenback. The Fed, he said, 
will continue to “monitor 
these developments closely.” 
Although commodity prices 
— such as oil — have risen 
lately, that pickup likely 
reflects a revival in global 
economic activity and the 
recent depreciation of the 
dollar, Bernanke said. Even 
so, the Fed chief predicted 
inflation probably will remain 
“subdued for some time.” 
That gives the Fed leeway to 
hold rates at record-low levels 
for an “extended period,” he 
said, repeating a pledge made 
at the Fed’s meeting earlier 
this month. 

Economists expect the Fed 
will hold rates near zero at 
its next meeting on Dec. 15- 
16 and into part of next year 
to help the recovery gain 
traction. 

Bernanke predicted the 
economy should continue to 
grow next year, but he warned 
of “important headwinds” 
that will restrain the recovery, 
including a weak job market 
and tight credit for small 
businesses and households. 
Those forces “likely will 
prevent the expansion from 
being as robust as we would 
hope,” he said. 

After a record four straight 
losing quarters, the economy 
started to grow again in 
the July-September period 
at a pace of 3.5 percent. 
Government-supported 
spending on homes and cars 
drove the rebound, raising 
questions about the staying 
power of the recovery once 
that assistance fades. 
Bernanke said the rebound 
reflected more than “purely 
temporary factors” and 
predicted growth would 
continue into next year.Q 


Stocks jump as retail sales rebound in October

NEW YORK - Investors kept 
the stock market’s upward 
momentum going Monday, 
sending shares sharply higher 
after retail sales rebounded 
more than expected in October 
and the dollar extended its 
slide. 

Major stock indexes rose 
more than 1 percent to new 
13-month highs, including the 
Dow Jones industrial average, 
which jumped 145 points. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index topped 1,110, the first 
convincing move above 1,100 
after hovering around that 
level for the past month. 

The Commerce Department 
said retail sales rose 1.4 percent 
in October, easily surpassing 
the 0.8 percent increase 
forecast by economists polled 
by Thomson Reuters. It was a 
sharp rebound following the 
2.3 percent drop in September. 
Excluding the gain from 
autos, however, sales rose 
just 0.2 percent, half of what 
economists predicted. 

Jamie Cox, a managing 
partner at Harris Financial 
Group, said the sales growth 
was a good sign heading into 
the holiday shopping season, 
especially because the data 
were not affected by factors 
such as sales tax holidays 
and government stimulus 
programs that had been present 
in the preceding months. 

The weaker dollar lifted gold 
to a new record and pumped up 
prices of other commodities, 
including oil. That, in turn, 
helped shares of energy and 
materials companies. 

Stocks briefly pared their 
gains after Federal Reserve 
Chairman Ben Bernanke said 
policymakers would monitor 
the dollar while at the same 
time repeating that the Fed 
will hold interest rates low 
until the economy strengthens. 
That gave a short-lived boost 
to the dollar. 

The market’s own dynamics 


fed some of the day’s gains, 
analysts said. 

Dan Deming, a trader with 
Stutland Equities, said the 
S&P 500’s move above 1,100 
gave some investors a shot of 
confidence and led to short¬ 
covering, which tends to 
amplify gains in the market. 
Short-covering occurs when 
investors have to buy stock 
after having earlier sold 
borrowed shares in a bet they 
would fall. 

“We’re breaking through 
the 1,100 mark, which is 
psychologically significant, 
and the market is seeing a little 
pop from that,” Deming said. 
In early afternoon trading, 
the Dow rose 147.00, or 1.4 
percent, to 10,417.47. The 
broader S&P 500 index rose 
17.03, or 1.6 percent, to 
1,110.51. It traded above 1,100 
in mid-October but hasn’t 
closed above that benchmark 
since October last year. 

The Nasdaq composite index 
rose 30.47, or 1.4 percent, to 
2,198.35. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies advanced 
14.93, or 2.6 percent, to 
601.21. 

The dollar fell against most 
other major currencies, while 
gold prices rose to another 
record. Gold rose after 
reaching a record of $1,133.50 
an ounce. 

Bond prices rose, pushing

down yields. The yield on the 
benchmark 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.37 percent from 
3.42 percent late Friday. 
General Motors Co. said it lost 
$1.2 billion in the period since 
emerging from bankruptcy and 
the end of the third quarter on 
Sept. 30. Despite the loss, GM 
said it will begin to repay $6.7 
billion in government loans 
and was seeing a stabilization 
in its business. 

Home improvement retailer 
Lowe’s Cos. reported lower 
profits that matched analysts’ 
expectations and said it was 
seeing stabilization in some 
of the hardest hit housing 
markets. The company’s 
shares fell 19 cents to $21.66. 
Investors will get more insight 
into consumer spending 
from retailers Home Depot 
Inc., Target Corp. and TJX 
Cos., which are due to report 
earnings Tuesday. 

Cox said the wide range of 
retailers reporting earnings 
during the week will provide 
signals into whether shoppers 
are willing to step up their 
spending and move back 
toward more expensive goods. 
Investors will be parsing 
any updated forecasts from 
the companies ahead of the 
holiday shopping season. 

The stock market is coming 
off a strong week, which 
added more than 2 percent to 
major indexes.Q 
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Wicker Man, Equalizer actor Edward Woodward dies

LONDON (Reuters) - British actor 
Edward Woodward, best known for 
roles in 1973 cult classic “The Wicker 
Man” and U.S. television series “The 
Equalizer,” died Monday aged 79. 

His agent Janet Glass said the veteran 
of stage and screen had been ill for 
several months and passed away in 
hospital surrounded by members of 
his family. 

“I knew him a very long time and he 
was a superb human being,” Glass 
told Reuters. 

“That integrity shone through in the 
roles he played. 

I can’t ever remember, in all the 
productions he undertook, anyone 
having a bad word to say about him 
and he never had anything bad to say 
about anyone else either.” 

Woodward played police sergeant 
Neil Howie in occult thriller The 
Wicker Man, a story of his search for 


a missing girl on an isolated island. 
The movie, famous for its final scene 
in which Howie is burned alive, also 
starred Christopher Lee and Britt 
Ekland. 

That part came in the wake of his 
appearances in the British spy 
series “Callan,” Woodward’s big 
breakthrough into television and 
movie acting. 

In the series, which ran from the late 
1960s to the early 1970s, Woodward 
played a rebellious British secret 
agent in a role that echoed his most 
successful U.S. venture, playing 
Robert McCall in the hit 1980s show 
The Equalizer. 

The show won him a Golden Globe 
in 1987 for best performance by an 
actor in a television drama series, 
although according to the BBC, the 
actor regretted making The Equalizer 
because of the toll it took on his health 
including a major heart attack. 


Woodward also earned acclaim for 
the 1980 Australian film “Breaker 
Morant,” about the murder trial of a 
lieutenant serving in the Second Boer 
War. 

As well as on-screen success, 
Woodward was a proven singer and 
stage actor, and was singled out by 
Laurence Olivier to appear in the title 
role of a National Theater production 
of “Cyrano.” 

According to Glass, Noel Coward 
also chose the actor to star in the 
Broadway show “High Spirits,” the 
musical version of “Blite Spirit,” and 
Woodward recorded 12 solo albums. 
The actor’s final on-screen appearance 
was earlier this year in the popular 
British soap opera “EastEnders.” 
Woodward is survived by his wife, the 
English actress Michele Dotrice, and 
four children — one by Doltrice and 
three from a previous marriage.□ 


Jackson's sister blames doctor for Michael’s death 


NEW YORK - Janet Jackson 
blames Dr. Conrad Murray for 
her brother Michael’s death. 
She told ABC News in an 
interview to air Wednesday that 
Murray should no longer be 
allowed to practice medicine. 
“He was the one that was 
administering,” Jackson said. 
“I think he is responsible.” 


Prosecutors in Los Angeles 
are weighing charges against 
Murray in the pop singer’s 
death. Murray told police 
he administered a powerful 
anesthetic to the singer shortly 
before Jackson died June 25. 
A spokeswoman for the 
doctor, Miranda Sevcik, said 
Monday he continues to 


maintain he neither prescribed 
or administered anything 
to Jackson that should have 
killed him. 

Jackson told ABC’s Robin 
Roberts that she was at her 
home in New York on June 25 
when her assistant called to 
say Michael had been taken to 
the hospital. She told relatives

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Space shuttle Atlantis 
lifts off on supply mission

CAPE CANAVERAL, Florida 
(AP) — With 100 Internet- 
savvy NASA fans cheering 
on the shuttle and churning 
out constant Twitter updates, 
Atlantis sailed smoothly 
into orbit Monday with six 
astronauts and a full load of 
spare parts for the International 
Space Station. 

The supply run should keep 
the space station humming for 
years to come, and the shuttle 
astronauts in space for 11 
days. 

Atlantis was clearly visible as 
it shot through thin afternoon 
clouds, to the delight of 
Twittering space enthusiasts 
who won front-row seats 
to the launch. The contest 
winners splashed news — 
mostly tweeting “wow” and 
“amazing” about the liftoff— 
over countless cell phones and 
computers in 140 characters 
or less. “What’s exciting to 
me is that they’ve captured 
the spirit and the excitement 
that we all feel, and they were 
able to capture it in a very 
few number of characters,” 
NASA space operations chief 
Bill Gerstenmaier said with a 
chuckle. “They’re amazing, 
little, short statements about 
what they felt.” 

Atlantis will reach the space 
station Wednesday. As the 
shuttle blasted off, the station 
was soaring 220 miles above 
the South Pacific. Launch 
director Mike Leinbach 
wished the astronauts good 
luck. 

“We’re excited to take this 
incredible vehicle for a ride 
and meet up with another

incredible vehicle,” Hobaugh 
replied. 

NASA wants to stockpile 
as many pumps, tanks, 
gyroscopes and other oversize 
equipment as possible at the 
space station, before the three 
remaining shuttles retire next 
fall. None of the other visiting 
spacecraft is big enough to 
carry so many large pieces. 
The space agency expects to 
keep the space station flying 
until 2015, possibly 2020 
if President Barack Obama 
gives the go-ahead. 

During their 11-day flight, 
Hobaugh and his crew — 
including the first orthopedic 
surgeon in space, Dr. Robert 
Satcher Jr. — will unload the 
nearly 30,000 pounds (13,600 


kilograms) of equipment and 
experiments. Most of the gear 
will be attached to the outside 
of the space station on storage 
platforms. 

Three spacewalks will 
be conducted beginning 
Thursday to hook everything 
up and get a jump on the next 
shuttle flight. 

The launch seemed to go 
perfectly. Only three small 
pieces of foam insulation were 
spotted coming off the fuel 
tank, and it was not a concern, 
said Bill Gerstenmaier, head 
of NASA’s space operations. 
“What a great way to start this 
mission,” Gerstenmaier told 
reporters. He cautioned the 
flight ahead was tough and 
“we need to stay focused.’Q 



AP Poll: Fine 
print in health care 
prompts worries

WASHINGTON (AP) — Americans are worried about the 
fine print in the health care overhaul, an Associated Press 
poll says, and those concerns are creating new challenges 
for President Barack Obama as he tries to overcome doubts 
in Congress. 

Despite a widely shared conviction that major health care 
changes are needed, Democratic bills that aim to extend 
coverage to the uninsured and hold down medical costs get 
no better than a lukewarm reception in the latest results. 

The poll found that 43 percent of Americans oppose the 
healthcare plans being discussed in Congress, while 41 
percent are in support. An additional 15 percent remain 
neutral or undecided. 

There has been little change in that broad public sentiment 
about the overhaul plan from a 40-40 split in an AP poll last 
month, but not everyone’s opinion is at the same intensity.

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Security threat inside and out for terror trial

NEW YORK (AP) — Hot 
sauce and a comb were all 
an al-Qaida suspect in New 
York needed to almost kill 
a guard nine years ago. The 
bloody episode suggests that 
security worries in bringing 
Khalid Sheikh Mohammed 
and other suspects from 
the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks 
to trial in New York City 
could be just as big inside 
the courthouse as outside. 
Already, U.S. marshals 
are promising the highest 
security possible, an 
acknowledgment of how 
dangerous terror suspects 
have been in the past. 
Attorney General Eric 
Holder announced Friday 
that Mohammed, professed 
mastermind of the 2001 
attacks, and four accused 
henchmen would be 
brought from Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba, to New York to 
face a civilian federal trial. 
The prosecution is planned 
for a court complex just 
blocks from where the 
World Trade Center towers 
were destroyed in the attack 
blamed on these men. The 
courthouse is among the 
most secure in the nation, 
ringed by closed-off streets, 
24-hour guard posts, anti¬ 
truck-bomb barricades and 
street video cameras so 
powerful that they can read 
the print off a passerby’s

Khalid Sheikh Mohammed, the professed mastermind of 9/11, and four of his alleged henchmen are

newspaper. 

The Sept. 11 case would 
be the most spectacular of 
a half-dozen major terror 
trials in New York that 
already have sent away the 
men blamed for the less 
devastating 1993 bombing 
of the trade center, a plot to 
blow up five landmarks in 
New York City, a scheme 
to blow up a dozen U.S. 
airliners over the Far East 
and the 1998 bombings 
of two U.S. embassies in 
Africa. 

Holder’s decision to try the 
Sept. 11 suspects sparked 
debate over security risks 
posed to densely populated 
lower Manhattan, but far 
less has been said about 
attempted violence by the 
defendants themselves. 

At the same federal lockup 
where Mohammed and the 
others are to be held, federal 
prison guard Louis Pepe 
was attacked in late 2000 
by Mamdouh Mahmud 
Salim, a former top aide to 
al-Qaida leader Osama bin 
Laden who was awaiting 
trial in the embassies case. 
Salim surprised Pepe by 
using a squeezable plastic 
honey bear container filled 
with hot sauce as a kind of 


homemade pepper spray 
that temporarily blinded the 
guard. 

The inmate then took a 
plastic comb ground into 
the shape of a dagger and 
plunged it into Pepe’s left 
eye. The point pierced 
deep into his brain, causing 
severe permanent injury 
to his sight, speech and 
movement. 

After the attack, prosecutors 
say papers found in the 
cell showed Salim’s plan 
had been to take hostages 
inside the prison and free 
his co-defendants. While 
such a “breakout” plot may 
sound far-fetched given 
the security of the federal 
buildings, in Salim’s case 
the very attempt nearly 
killed someone. 

Salim’s lawyer in that 
case, Richard Lind, said 
he had “mixed feelings” 
about Holder’s decision, 
because while he believes 
the suspects should be tried 
in civilian court, he worries 
about security. 

“The prison is not very 
secure,” Lind said. “Maybe 
things have improved since 
then, but I think it would be 
very difficult to manage.” 
Bureau of Prison spokesman 


Associated Press 
Edmond Ross said: “We 
ensure that the facility 
is secure and is run in a 
secure fashion, but I’m not 
aware that any particular 
heightened security 

procedures are going to be 
implemented.” 

It is likely, though, that the 
attorney general will approve 
extra security called “special 
administrative measures,” 
which are reserved for the 
most dangerous prisoners. 
SAMs, as they are called, 
prohibit a defendant from 
communicating with other 
prisoners, the media or 
anyone not connected to 
their legal defense. 

When Mohammed and the 
others are taken from their 
cells to the courtroom, 
U.S. marshals will provide 
security. 

There, too, the last major 
al-Qaida trial serves as a 
warning. 

During a pretrial hearing, 
al-Qaida suspect Wadih El- 
Hage leaped from a jury box 
that held several defendants 
and raced toward the judge, 
who maneuvered his tall 
black chair in front of him 
as a shield. The defendant 
was tackled by a deputy 
U.S. marshal and slammed 


against a wall next to an 
American flag, about a 
dozen feet from the judge. 
The trial was held in a large 
ceremonial courtroom with 
its own security check, a 
sort of perimeter within 
the perimeter. Outside the 
building, heavily armed 
marshals stood guard. When 
hijacked airplanes slammed 
into the World Trade Center 
towers on Sept. 11, 2001, 
the same marshals rushed 
to the scene to join rescue 
efforts. 

Jeff Carter, a spokesman 
for the marshals, said 
the agency will provide 
the maximum possible 
security. Both the marshals 
and Bureau of Prisons 
have “extensive experience 
managing the security of 
dangerous defendants and 
alleged terrorists in the U.S. 
judicial system,” he said. 
Even with extra security, 
some are convinced that 
trial in a civilian court is a 
bad idea. The most high- 
profile critic so far has 
been former New York City 
mayor Rudy Giuliani, who 
said during the weekend 
the decision displayed “a 
lack of concern for the 
rights of the public.” New 
York Gov. David Paterson 
said Monday that holding 
the trial in the city “is not a 
decision that I would have 
made.” 

Mayor Michael Bloomberg 
tried to calm any fears. 
“This is nothing new; 
we’ve done this a lot,” 
said Bloomberg. “Every 
time there’s a high-profile 
case, we provide enhanced 
security. A lot of it you 
don’t see, but it’s there.” 
Josh Dratel, a lawyer who 
represented El-Hage, 
said it was right to bring 
Mohammed and others to 
trial in New York, both for 
legal reasons and because, 
he said, “there’s nothing 
that makes New York more 
of a target” than it already 
isO

Opponents have stronger 
feelings on the issue than do 
supporters. Seniors remain 
more skeptical than younger 
generations. 

The latest survey was 
conducted by Stanford 
University with the nonprofit 
Robert Wood Johnson 
Foundation. 

The United States is the only 
developed nation that does 
not have a comprehensive 
national health care plan for 
all its citizens, leaving about 
50 million of America’s 
roughly 300 million people 
uninsured. Obama, who took 
office in January, campaigned 
on a promise of offering 
affordable health care to all 
Americans. 

When the AP poll questions 
were framed broadly, the 
answers seemed to indicate 
ample support for Obama’s 
goals. When required trade¬ 
offs were brought into the 
equation, opinions shifted 
— sometimes dramatically. 
In one particularly striking 
finding, the poll indicated 
that public support for 
banning insurance practices 
that discriminate against 
those in poor health may not 
be as solid as it seems. 

A ban on denial of coverage 
because of pre-existing 
medical problems has long 
been one of the most popular 
consumer protections in the 
health care debate. Some 82 
percent said they favored 
the ban, according to a Pew 
Research Center poll in 
October. 

In the AP poll, when told 
that such a ban would 
probably cause most people 
to pay more for their health 
insurance, 43 percent said 
they would still support 
doing away with pre-existing 
condition denials but 31 
percent said they would 
oppose it. 

Costs for those with coverage 
could go up because people 
in poor health who’d been 


shut out of the insurance 
pool would now be included, 
and they would get medical 
care they could not access 
before. 

“I’m thinking we’d probably 
pay more because we would 
probably be paying for those 
that are not paying. So they 
got to get the money from 
somewhere. Basically I see 
our taxes going up,” said 
Antoinette Gates, 57, of 
Atlanta. 

The health care debate 
is full of such trade-offs. 
For example, limiting the 
premiums that insurance 
companies can charge 50- 
year-olds means that 20- 
year-olds have to pay more 
for coverage. 

“These trade-offs really 
matter,” says Robert Blendon, 
a professor at the Harvard 
School of Public Health 
who follows opinion trends. 
“The legislation contains a 
number of features that polls 
have shown to be popular, 
but support for the overall 
legislation is less than might 
be expected because people 
are worried there are details 
about these bills that could 
raise their families’ costs.” 

If the added costs — spread 
over tens of millions of 
people — turn out to be 
small, it probably won’t 


make much difference, 
Blendon said. But if they’re 
significant, Obama could be 
on shaky ground in the final 
stretch of his drive to deliver 
access to health insurance to 
most Americans. 

More than 4 in 5 Americans 
now have health insurance, 
and their perceptions about 
costs will be critical as 
Obama tries to close the 
deal. Democrats in the House 
came together to pass a bill, 
but in the Senate, Democratic 
liberals and moderates 
disagree on core questions. 
The poll suggests the public 
is becoming more attuned to 
the fact that when it comes 
to health care, details often 
make all the difference. 

For example, asked if 
everyone should be required 
to have at least some health 
insurance, 67 percent agreed 
and 27 percent said no. 

The responses flipped when 
people were asked about 
requiring everybody to carry 
insurance or face a federal 
penalty: 64 percent said they 
would be opposed, while 28 
percent favored that. 

Both the House and Senate 
bills would require all 
Americans to get health 
insurance, either through 
an employer, a government 
program or by buying their 


own coverage. Subsidies 
would be provided for 
low-income people, as 
well as many middle-class 
households. 

And there would also be a 
stick — a penalty collected 
through the income tax 
system to enforce the 
coverage mandate. 

“I think it’s crazy. I think it 
infringes on our rights as a 
citizen, forcing us to do these 
things,” said Eli Fuchs, 26, 
of Marietta, Georgia. 

The poll was based on land 


Associated Press 
line and cell phone interviews 
with 1,502 adults from Oct. 
29 to Nov. 8. It has a margin 
of error of plus or minus 
2.5 percentage points. The 
interviews were conducted 
by GfK Roper Public Affairs 
and Media.

AP Hispanic Affairs Writer 
MIAMI(AP)—Supportersof 
tough U.S. sanctions against 
the Cuban government have 
given more than $10 million 
to congressional campaigns 
over the last seven years, 
according to a study released 
late Sunday night by a group 
supporting campaign finance 
reform. 

The Washington, D.C.-based 
nonprofit Public Campaign 


said the study shows how 
large sums of money from 
a small group can influence 
lawmakers. Public Campaign 
cites a number of times in 
which lawmakers changed 
their position on Cuba- 
related issues within months 
of receiving funds from a 
political action committee 
that supports the U.S. 
embargo of the communist 
island. 

Meanwhile, recent surveys 


Associated Press 
suggest more Cubans are 
split on travel restrictions 
and other sanctions than in 
the past. 

Those who back U.S.-Cuba 
Democracy PAC (Political 
Action Committee) say they 
are being unfairly targeted 
for their passionate views 
toward their homeland. They 
note many other groups 
channel money to politicians 
who support their views. 
“Perhaps it’s the age-old 
story of money and politics, 
but 18 members switched 
their votes on the subject, 
some in very close proximity 
to when they got donations,” 
said Public Campaign’s 
David Donnelly. 

“When an issue is not in 
the front view like health 
care, our campaign finance 
system sets up a situation 
in which the members are 
more interested in the money 
than deciding a rational, 
reasoned approach to 
politics, regardless of what 
the outcome,” he added. 
Mauricio Claver-Carone, 
the Washington-based 
director to the PAC, says the 
group is simply exercising 
its constitutional right to 
political participation. 

“For some of these folks, 
it’s OK for unions to support 
pro-labor members. It’s OK 
for trial lawyers to help 
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elect pro-litigators. It’s OK 
for the Jewish community 
to help elect pro-Israel,” 
Claver-Carone said, adding, 
“But somehow it’s not OK 
for the Cuban community 
to help elect members 
and candidates that help 
and support conditioning 
business and tourism with 
the Castro regime with 
human rights and democratic 
reforms.” 

Like many other interest 
groups, those who support 
the U.S. embargo of Cuba 
have long donated heavily 
to whichever party is in 
power and spread the funds 
among legislators across the 
country. 

The report acknowledges 
the donations are relatively 
small compared to those 
given to influence health 
care or banking regulations. 
And those who received 
the biggest donations are 
members of the Cuban exile 
community or represent it. 
U.S. Rep. Lincoln Diaz- 
Balart, a Florida Republican 
and staunchly pro-embargo 
Cuban-American, called the 
report a “low blow” and a 
“lot of baloney” from those 
who oppose the sanctions. 
But at least 18 lawmakers 
with few Cuban constituents 
appeared to change their 
votes around the time they 
began receiving donations. 
Among them, Democratic 
Rep. Mike McIntyre, 
consistently voted to ease 
relations with Cuba until 
2004. Since then, he’s 
received $14,500 from 
the PAC and its network, 
according to the report. 
Democratic Rep. Dennis 
Cardoza, who switched his 
votes the same year, has 
taken nearly $10,000 from 
the PAC and its supporters 
since then. Republican Rep. 
John Shimkus switched his 
votes in 2005 and has since 
received $3,000 from the 
PAC. 

McIntyre said he changed 
his mind after hearing Diaz- 
Balart’s personal story. 

“It had nothing to do with 


the money,” he said. “I had 
a philosophical change of 
heart. We can’t be supporting 
democracy and human 
rights overseas if we’re not 
supporting it 90 miles from 
our shore.” 

Shimkus spokesman Steve 
Tomaszewski said his boss 
also had a change of heart, 
adding he would vote 
differently today on trade 
with China. A spokesman 
for Cardoza would not 
immediately provide a 
comment Thursday. 
AlistofthePAC’scontributors 
reads like a “Who’s Who” of 
Cuban-American business 
and other leaders. Diaz- 
Balart said the number of 
individual contributions and 
those to PACs demonstrate 
the community’s continued 
unity. 

But Democratic Rep. Bill 
Delahunt, who has long 
opposed the embargo, 
believes there is an increasing 
disconnect between those 
who support the PAC and 
the majority of the Cuban- 
American community. 

Polls show supporters of 
the U.S. embargo and travel 
ban may no longer be in 
the majority. Many Cuban- 
Americans back some 
sanctions against the island 
until political prisoners there 
are released, free elections 
are held and independent 
media is allowed to operate. 
Yet younger members and 
newer arrivals tend to support 
easing travel restrictions and 
encouraging educational and 
other exchanges. 

The study was released as 
travel ban opponents prepare 
for congressional hearings 
Thursday on the issue. 
President Barack Obama 
has walked a fine line on the 
issue. He relaxed restrictions 
on family travel and allowed 
U.S. scientists to visit the 
island, but he says he will 
not call for lifting general 
sanctions until the Cuban 
government demonstrates 
willingness to improve 
human rights and political 
freedoms. □

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) 
— The wrenching saga of 
Elizabeth Smart’s abduction 
and improbable recovery is 
showing the first signs of 
resolution seven years after it 
began. 

On Tuesday, Wanda Eileen 
Barzee — one of two people 
charged in the case — will 
plead guilty to charges of 
kidnapping and unlawful 
transportation of a minor in 
U.S. District Court in Salt 
Lake City, her attorney Scott 
Williams told The Associated 
Press. Barzee’s alleged role 
in the abduction has garnered 
less attention than that of her 
estranged husband, Brian 
David Mitchell, but her 
expected plea to the federal 
charges marks a major step 
forward in the separate 
cases that stalled when 
both defendants were ruled 
incompetent for trial. 

Smart’s abduction at 
knifepoint from the bedroom 
of her Salt Lake City home in 
2002 riveted the United States 
as hundreds of people helped 
search for the blond-haired, 
blue-eyed girl who loved to 
play the harp. 

Her recovery in March 
2003, when she was spotted 
walking suburban streets with 
Barzee and Mitchell, was an 
improbable defiance of the 
odds. 

As part of the competency 
hearing, Smart said last month 
that Barzee had washed her 
feet and dressed her in robes 
for the wedding ceremony in 
a mountain camp shortly after 
the abduction. 

Smart said she was raped daily 
by Mitchell throughout her 
nine months of captivity. She 
said he threatened to harm her 
if she ever tried to escape. 
First charged in state court 
with multiple felonies, 
Mitchell and Barzee were 
both indicted by a federal 
grand jury in March 2008. 
Williams would not comment 
on why the 63-year-old 
Barzee was entering the plea. 
She could face a life sentence 
for the kidnapping charge and 


up to 15 years on the second 
charge. 

Ed Smart, Elizabeth’s 
father, said he was asked by 
prosecutors not to comment 
on any possible plea. 

“What I will say is that we 
stand behind Brett Tolman, 
the U.S. attorney, and we 
are pleased we’re moving 
forward,” Smart said. 

Melodie Rydalch, a 
spokeswoman for the U.S. 
attorney’s office, said she 
could not comment beyond 
what was contained in the 
court papers filed Monday. 

A decorum order for an 
expected arraignment issued 
by U.S. District Judge Dale 
Kimball said Barzee “will be 
arraigned and is anticipated 
to enter into a guilty plea 
pursuant to an agreement with 
the United States.” 

State court cases charging 
Mitchell and Barzee with 
felony charges of aggravated 
kidnapping and sexual assault 
stalled over the competency 
issues. Last year, Barzee was 
ordered to undergo forced 
medication treatments. 

A state hospital report said last 


month she was now competent 
to stand trial. 

“No issues of competency will 
be raised in the federal court 
matter,” Williams said. 

Barzee’s appearance in federal 
Tuesday will be her first. Her 
state case is pending. 

Mitchell, 55, a one-time 
itinerant street preacher, 
is scheduled for a 10-day 
competency hearing in federal 
court beginning Nov. 30. 

On Monday, Judge Kimball 
denied a motion by Mitchell’s 
attorneys to postpone that 
hearing. The motion was 
filed after the lawyers learned 
Barzee had been interviewed 
by a forensic psychiatrist hired 
as an expert witness by federal 
prosecutors. 

Court papers show Barzee’s 
attorneys allowedthe interview 
with Dr. Michael Weiner. 
It’sunclearwhetherprosecutors 
will question Weiner about 
the Barzee interview or call 
Barzee herself as a witness 
during Mitchell’s competency 
hearing. 

Judge Kimball also denied 
a defense request to bar 
testimony from Weiner and 


experts who had studied 
religious fundamentalists and 
— like Mitchell — tie their 
beliefs and practices to some 
of the early teachings of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints. 


Mitchell is accused of taking 
Smart as a polygamous wife 
in order to fulfill a religious 
prophecy included in a 27- 
page manifesto he wrote 
called “The Book of Immanuel 
David Isaiah.’Q

In his first visit here, Obama is 
strongly suggesting that China, 


now a giant in economic 
impact as well as territory, 
must take a bigger role on the 
world stage — part of “burden 


of leadership” it shares with 
the United States. 

“I will tell you, other countries 
around the world will be 
waiting for us,” Obama said 
in an American-style town- 
hall discussion with Chinese 
university students in Shanghai, 
where he spent a day before 
flying to China’s capital for a 
state visit with President Hu. 
The town hall meeting showed 
how difficult it is for the 
governments to work together. 
The U.S. initially requested 
a larger venue and a live 
broadcast on a major network. 
In the end, Chinese officials 
put the event on the eastern 
fringes of the city. Only local 
Shanghai TV carried it live, 
though it was streamed on two 
popular Internet portals and on 
the White House’s Web site, 
which is not censored. 

Eager to achieve a successful 
summit, the two leaders were 
likely to avoid public spats 
on economic issues. With 
America’s budget deficit 
soaring to a yearly record of 
$1.42 trillion, China is the No. 
1 lender to Washington and 
has expressed concern that 
the falling price of the dollar 
threatens the value of its U.S. 
holdings. 

In the U.S., American 
manufacturers blame China’s 
own low currency value for 
contributing to the loss of 5.6 
million manufacturing jobs 
over the past decade. During 
that time, America’s trade gap 


with China has soared. 

Obama was greeted at Beijing’s 
airport by Vice President Xi 
Jinping, a red carpet lined by 
soldiers in dress uniforms and 
a dusting of snow on the grass. 
He had brief talks and a private 
dinner with Hu on the graceful 
grounds of the Diaoyutai State 
Guesthouse. 

In brief remarks before the 
initial talks, Hu noted Obama’s 
Shanghai meeting with 
students, calling the session 
“quite lively.” 

Obama smiled broadly 
throughout the welcoming 
remarks, then told Hu that 
“the world recognizes the 
importance of the U.S.-Chinese 
relationship” in tackling global 
problems. 

The two were meeting again 
more formally on Tuesday, 
complete with the military 
pomp of a welcome ceremony 
at the Great Hall of the People 
and a joint appearance before 
reporters. With sightseeing 
in Beijing’s Forbidden City 
sandwiched in between, the 
two leaders’ day was to end at a 
lavish state dinner in Obama’s 
honor. Obama was spending 
Wednesday in Beijing as 
well before completing his 
weeklong Asia travels in South 
Korea. 

As is now becoming familiar, 
Obama was full of compliments 
for China during the town 
hall, lauding its scientific 
achievements, rich history and 
astounding economic rise. 


As is also familiar, the 
president balanced the warm 
words with polite nudges 
in more sensitive territory, 
for instance on the need for 
Beijing to move toward a more 
consumer-driven economy and 
to improve human rights and 
freedoms for its people. 

Even as he spoke, China 
continued its practice of 
cracking down on dissent 
ahead of major events, 
detaining dozens of activists 
and petitioners, according 
to friends, family members 
and a human rights group. 
International activists have 
urged Obama to talk tougher 
and more specifically in public 
about China’s human rights 
record, but Obama again didn’t 
do so in the town hall. 
However, he was unexpectedly 
pointed on the question, 
chosen from more than 1,000 
posed over the Internet to the 
U.S. Embassy, of the Internet- 
limiting “Great Firewall of 
China.” The students at the 
event were chosen by party- 
connected school officials. 
Speaking in the nation that has 
the world’s largest population 
of Internet users and also some 
of the world’s tightest limits 
over whatpeople can see online, 
Obama said there’s nothing to 
fear from tough criticism of 
political leaders and unfettered 
access to Internet information. 
Addressing China’s communist 
leaders, he said the U.S. model 

— while sometimes annoying 
to him when he sees criticism 

— “makes me a better leader.” 
Obama’s response drew 
notice from China’s online 
community. One blogger said 
the portal Netease posted a 
transcript of the exchange, but 
it was taken down by censors 
after 27 minutes. 

A full Chinese-language 
transcript of the event was later 
posted on the official Xinhua 
News Agency Web site but 
required four clicks to locate 
the relevant section. 

Topmost on Obama’s 
ambitious agenda with Hu is 
the so-far elusive search for 
global agreement on a new 
climate change pact, stymied 
by disagreement between 
rich nations like the U.S. and 
developing nations such as 
China. Wealthier countries want 
legally binding greenhouse-gas 
reduction targets for themselves 
as well as for energy-guzzling 
developing nations such as 
China, India and Brazil. □

U.N.: Once-secret Iran nuclear site to start in 2011

VIENNA (AP) — Iranian 
technicians have moved 
highly sophisticated technical 
equipment into a previously 
secret uranium enrichment 
site in preparation for starting 
it up in 2011, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency said 
in a new report Monday. 

The report offered no estimate 
of the new plant’s capabilities 
but a senior international 
official familiar with the 
watchdog agency’s work 
in Iran said that it appeared 
designed to produce about 
a ton of enriched uranium a 
year. 

The official, as well as analysts, 
said that would be enough for 
a nuclear warhead but too little 
to fuel the nearly finished plant 
at the southern port of Bushehr 
and other civilian reactors Iran 
is planning to bring on line in 
the coming years. 

“It won’t (even) be able to 
produce a reactor’s worth 
of fuel every 90 years, but 
it will be able to produce 
one bomb a year,” said Ivan 
Oelrich, vice president of the 
Strategic Security Program of 
the Federation of American 
Scientist. “It does look 
strange.” 

The IAEA also noted that 
Iran’s enrichment at the Natanz 
site — revealed by dissidents 
in 2002 and under agency 
monitoring — was stagnating, 
with output remaining at mid- 
2009 levels. 

The report did not offer 
a reason. But the official 
suggested that nuclear experts 
previously working at Natanz 
could now be preoccupied with 
putting the finishing touches 
on the newly discovered site, 
called Fordo. 

As early as three years 
ago, Iranian officials had 
announced that immediate 
plans for the Natanz site were 
to install about 8,000 enriching 
centrifuges, and Monday’s 
report suggested that Tehran 
had reached that goal 
The 7-page report — the 
latest IAEA summary of what 
it knows about Iran — said 
that as of Nov. 2, about 8,600 
centrifuges had been set up 
but only about 4,000 were 
enriching — or 600 less 
than in September. Still, the 


official said output had been 
steady since June with about 
100 kilograms — 220 pounds 
— of enriched uranium being 
produced a month. 

The report said that Natanz 
had churned out close to 1,800 
kilograms (4,000 kilograms) 
of low-enriched, or nuclear 
fuel-grade uranium by Nov. 
2 — close to the amount 
considered by experts that 
would be needed for two 
nuclear weapons. 

The restricted document, 
which was obtained by The 
Associated Press, also noted 
that “for well over a year,” Iran 
had stonewalled IAEA efforts 
to investigate allegations that 
it actively worked on a nuclear 
weapons program. 

Unless Tehran has a change 
of heart, the agency “will not 
be in a position to provide 
credible assurances about the 
absence of undeclared nuclear 
material and activities,” said 
the report. 

But the report’s main focus 
was Fordo, a highly fortified 
underground space. Iran 
informed the IAEA only in 
September that it was building 
the Fordo facility, leading 
the U.S., British and French 
leaders to denounce Tehran for 
keeping its existence secret. 
IAEA inspectors visited the 
plant last month and the report 
noted “an advanced stage of 
construction,” with support 
equipment for centrifuges 
already in place. 

Iran says it fulfilled its legal 
obligations when it revealed 
the plant’s construction, 
although IAEA chief 
Mohamed ElBaradei has said 
Tehran was “outside the law” 
and should have informed his 
agency when the decision to 
construct was made. 

Nations suspicious of Tehran’s 
nuclear program believe the 
the Islamic Republic decided 
to inform the IAEA only after 
it became convinced that the 
plant’s existence had been 
noted by foreign intelligence 
services — and was about 
to be revealed by Western 
leaders. 

A senior Western official 
recently told the AP that Fordo 
appeared too small to house 
a civilian nuclear program 
but large enough to serve for 
military activities. 


Monday’s report — prepared 
for a meeting next week of 
the IAEA’s 3 5-nation board 
— did not address the issue 
of size or function, beyond 
saying that the Fordo facility 
would house about 3,000 
centrifuges, which the senior 
international official said 
could turn out about just over 
a ton of enriched uranium 
annually. 

Fordo’s existence has 
heightened concerns of other 
possible undeclared facilities 
that are not under IAEA 
purview and therefore can be 
used for military purposes. 
Moscow on Monday dashed 
Iranian hopes that the Russian- 
built nuclear reactor at Bushehr 
will be switched on this year. 
Officials in Russia and Iran 
had previously announced 
plans to switch it on in 2009, 
giving Iran its first operating 
nuclear power plant decades 
after construction started. 

“We expect serious results by 
the end of the year, but the 
launch itself will not happen,” 
Russia’s state-run RIA 
Novosti news agency quoted 
Russian Energy Minister 
Sergei Shmatko as saying. 
ITAR-Tass and Interfax had 
similar reports. 

Iran’s president warned the 
West not to pressure Tehran 
over its nuclear program, 
saying this only makes the 
country more determined to 
gain power by advancing its 
nuclear technology. 

The comment by Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad appeared to 
be a veiled threat that Iran 
would try to intensify its 
efforts to enrich uranium if 
nuclear negotiations with the 
international community fail. 
“Cooperation with Iran in the 
nuclear field is in the interests 
ofWesterners. Their opposition 
will make Iran more powerful 
and advanced,” Ahmadinejad 
said in a statement posted late 
Sunday on the presidential 
Web site. 

President Barack Obama 
turned up the pressure Sunday 
by saying Iran is running out of 
time to agree a U.N.-brokered 
plan to ship its low-enriched 
enriched uranium out of the 
country to enrich it to a higher 
level. The West had hoped 
this plan would dramatically 
reduce its stockpile of

enriched uranium and thwart 
any attempts to build nuclear 
weapons. 

Instead of responding to the 
U.N. proposal, Iran made a 
series of counterproposals. It 
said instead it wanted to buy 
nuclear fuel from abroad and 
also suggested U.N. inspectors 
could supervise uranium 
enrichment in the country. 


Tehran has also said it only 
wants to send part of its 
stockpile in several shipments 
abroad. 

The U.N. offer drafted October 
requires Tehran to ship around 
70 percent of its stockpile 
of low-enriched uranium to 
Russia in one batch by the 
end of the year for further 
enrichment. □ 
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Buenos Aires grants first marriage license to gays

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina 
(AP) — Two men were 
granted a marriage license 
in Argentina’s capital on 
Monday, breaking ground in 
a country and region where 
laws ban gay marriage. 

Jose Maria Di Bello and his 
partner Alex Freyre won the 
right to get married when a 
judge ruled last week that 
ban on gay marriage violates 
Argentina’s constitution. 

“On December 1st we will 
become man and man,” said 
Di Bello, welling up in tears 
as a city clerk gave him the 
paperwork. Buenos Aires 
Mayor Mauricio Maori said 
the city will not appeal — in 
effect inviting other same-sex 
couples to pursue their rights 
in court as well.

Police: French bank heist 
suspect turns himself in

PARIS (AP) — A French armored car driver 
suspected of stealing €11.6 million ($17.4 
million) in cash has turned himself in to 
authorities in Monaco following a massive 
manhunt, police in France and Monaco said. 
Suspect Toni Musulin appeared at a police 
station in the Mediterranean principality of 
Monaco on Monday after 11 days on the run, 
police said. He was riding a motorcycle rented 
in his name, had grown a beard and appeared 
exhausted, a Monaco police official said, adding 
that Musulin’s fingerprints matched with those 
on file with Interpol. 

Police in both France and Monaco spoke on 
condition of anonymity because of office 
policy. 

Musulin, 40, quickly became an antihero in 
France, a symbol of one man taking on the 
banking establishment in times of economic 
crisis. T-shirts for sale on the Internet bore his 


photo with the caption: “Best Driver 2009.” 
The driver had picked up the money Nov. 
5 at the Banque de France branch in Lyon 
with two other security workers. They then 
stopped at another bank — and while the two 
other security workers were inside, Musulin is 
suspected of fleeing with the cash. 

The vehicle was recovered several hours 
later, but the driver was nowhere to be found. 
Days later investigators said they found €9.1 
million of the loot hidden in a van in a garage. 
A Monaco police official said Musulin did not 
speak about the cash still missing. 

The suspect had worked for Loomis France, 
the No. 1 French company specialized in 
transporting money and valuables, for 10 years, 
according to a company statement. Musulin 
never had any trouble at Loomis before the 
theft, the company said. As no violence was 
involved in the theft, Musulin risks only three 
years in prison if charged. Police said he was to 
be transferred to police in Lyon.Q

MEMPHIS, Tenn. - The 
Allen Iverson experiment 
with the Memphis 
Grizzlies is over. Memphis 
announced Monday that the 
team has ended its one-year 
contract with the 10-time 
All-Star and former league 
MVP in what it called a 
mutual agreement. Iverson 
began an indefinite leave of 
absence on Nov. 7 to deal 
with a personal issue after 
playing only three games 
with the Grizzlies, all in 
California. 

“Because of personal 
matters that forced him 
to leave the team on 
November 7, Allen will step 
away from the game at this 
time, allowing him to focus 
on those matters,” general 
manager Chris Wallace 
said in a statement. “As a 
result, we will be ending 
our contractual agreement 
with Allen, which will 
allow both parties to move 
forward. We wish Allen the 
best.” 

The Grizzlies will waive 
Iverson but the team had 
not done that as of Monday 
night. 

Iverson’s agent, Leon 
Rose, did not immediately 
return a message left by 


The Associated Press on his 
cell phone. Iverson, who 
announced he was headed 
to Memphis on his Twitter 
account, hasn’t posted any 
updates there since Nov. 
2 when he played his first 
game with the Grizzlies. 
Memphis owner Michael 
Heisley told the AP last 
week he would be happy 


Associated Press 
to trade Iverson to another 
team if a better deal came 
along. 

Few NBA teams had shown 
interest in the 34-year-old 
guard before Memphis 
signed him to a one-year, 
incentive-laden contract 
on Sept. 10. Memphis 
fans greeted the biggest 
star ever to play for the 


Grizzlies with a big crowd 
for his introductory news 
conference and eagerly 
bought up his No. 3 jersey, 
though he wound up never 
playing a game on the 
team’s home court. 

Iverson didn’t help himself 
much during his short stint 
with his fourth NBA team. 
He missed the preseason 
with a partially tom left 
hamstring and didn’t debut 
with the Grizzlies until 
Nov. 2 at Sacramento. 
Immediately, Iverson began 
talking about his distaste 
for coming off the bench 
and being on a rebuilding 
team filled with youth from 
Rudy Gay and O.J. Mayo to 
recent draft picks Hasheem 
Thabeet and DeMarre 
Carroll. 

The four-time NBA scoring 
champ became the 16th 
player in league history to 
score 24,000 points in his 
career in his second game 
against Golden State. He 
played against the Lakers in 
Los Angeles, where he also 
met with Heisley before 
being given permission to 
take an indefinite leave. 

But the Grizzlies got tired 
of waiting for Iverson to

Supreme Court 
rejects case about 
Redskins name 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Supreme Court will not 
hear an appeal from a group of 
Native Americans who think 
the name of the Washington 
Redskins professional football 
team is offensive. The high 
court on Monday turned away 
an appeal from Suzan Shown 
Harjo. That ends the latest 
round in the 17-year court 
battle between the Redskins 
and a group of American 
Indians who want them to 
change their name. Harjo and 
her fellow plaintiffs have been 
working since 1992 to have the 
Redskins trademarks declared 
invalid. They initially won — 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office panel canceled the 
trademarks in 1999. But U.S. 
District Judge Colleen Kollar- 
Kotelly overturned the ruling 
in 2003 in part because the 
suit was filed decades after 
the first Redskins trademark 
was issued in 1967. 

The U.S. Court of Appeals 
then sent the case back to 
Kollar-Kotelly, noting that the 
youngest of the plaintiffs was 
only 1 year old in 1967 and 
therefore could not have taken 
legal action at the time.Q

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Coghlan is Nl Rookie of Year, Bailey wins Al award

NEW YORK - Chris Coghlan 
and Andrew Bailey both 
agreed to change, then quickly 
got their chance in the majors. 
Now each has a rookie reward 
that will last forever. 

Coghlan, the pesky Marlins 
leadoff hitter, won the 
National League Rookie of 
the Year award in a close vote 
Monday and Bailey took the 
AL honor after an outstanding 
season as Oakland’s closer. 

“I couldn’t have written it 
better,” Coghlan said during a 
conference call. 

A second baseman in the 
minors, Coghlan made a hasty 
shift to left field in May and 
found a home atop Florida’s 
lineup. Bailey also switched 
successfully, going from 
struggling Double-A starter to 
All-Star reliever in a year. 

“I think the move to the 
bullpen allowed me to get 
back mentally to who I 
was,” Bailey said, explaining 
that he began challenging 
hitters again. “Just took the 
opportunity and ran with it.” 
Coghlan edged Philadelphia 
pitcher J.A. Happ, receiving 
17 first-place votes and 105 
points in balloting by the 
Baseball Writers’ Association 
of America. Happ, the only 
player picked on all 32 ballots, 
garnered 10 first-place votes 
and 94 points. 

Bailey, who had 26 saves 
and a 1.84 ERA this season, 
was selected first on 13 of 28 
ballots and finished with 88 
points. Texas shortstop Elvis 
Andrus was the runner-up 
with 65 points, one more than 
Detroit pitcher Rick Porcello. 
Bailey, a surprise All-Star in 
July, was driving when he got 
word that he won. 

“At first I thought it was a 
prank call. Which one of my 
friends is playing a prank on 
me?” he said. “I didn’t want 
to take my eyes off the road.” 
Once he realized the news was 
legit, Bailey passed it along to 
his family. 

“My mom was crying and my 
dad was stoked,” he said. 
Coghlan dug himself out of 
an early slump and had a 
superb second half. He batted 
.321 with nine homers and 31 
doubles in 128 games, scoring 
84 runs and driving in 47. 


Called up from the minors in 
May, the 24-year-old Coghlan 
topped NL rookies in batting 
average, runs, hits (162), 
total bases (232) and on-base 
percentage (.390). Though he 
was left off seven ballots, he 
became the third Florida player 
to win the award, joining 
Hanley Ramirez (2006) and 
Dontrelle Willis (2003). 

“At the end of the year I knew 
that I put myself in a good 
position to win,” Coghlan 
said. 

With two-time All-Star Dan 
Uggla playing second base in 
Florida, Coghlan’s path to the 
majors was impeded. He was 
at Triple-A New Orleans this 
year when the Marlins told 
him they wanted to try him in 
the outfield. 

Coghlan played one minor 
league game in left — without 
getting a fly ball — and then 
was brought up to the majors. 
He finished the season with 
five errors. 

“It wasn’t the easiest 
transition,” Coghlan said. “I 
just tried to work as hard as I 
could to get as comfortable as 
I could in the outfield. 

“A lot of people think I’m 
pretty bad out there. But I think 
it’s an adjustment,” he added. 
“I have confidence playing the 
outfield. It was a situation I 
embraced to get me to the big 
leagues the quickest and to 
help the team win games.” 
After winning Monday, 
Coghlan thought of his father, 
who died when he was 15. 
“That was a tough point in 


my life,” Coghlan said. “He 
was the one who instilled the 
work ethic in me and taught 
me the game. I know that he’s 
proud, and I’m proud to win 
this award and he’s definitely 
a big part of it.” 

Atlanta pitcher Tommy 
Hanson finished third in a 
competitive field with two 
first-place votes and 37 points. 
Pittsburgh outfielder Andrew 
McCutchen, who came in 
fourth, also was chosen first 
on a pair of ballots. Milwaukee 
infielder Casey McGehee 
received the other first-place 
vote. 

Bailey went 6-3 and had 24 
more saves than any other 
AL rookie. He also led the 
league’s rookies in ERA. 

He is the eighth A’s player to 
win the award, tying the New 
York Yankees for most in the 
AL. 

“I can’t feel disappointed,” 
Andrus said. “Andrew Bailey 
is a great player, He had a 
great season, too.” 

Bailey was scuffling as a 
starter in Double-A last year 
when the A’s moved him to 
the bullpen. Turned out to be 
a terrific decision. 

In his first big league camp, 
Bailey made the Oakland roster 
and soon got an opportunity to 
close partly due to injuries. 
He took full advantage of 
it, earning a trip to the All- 
Star game as the team’s lone 
representative. 

“I had never been a reliever 
in my life, so the opportunity 
to just go in for an inning and

let loose was something I had 
never experienced before,” 
Bailey said. “It’s been a 
learning experience, this 
whole year.” 

The 25-year-old right-hander 
was a quick study, striking out 
91 and walking 24 in 83 1-3 
innings. He yielded only 47 
hits, holding opponents to a 
.167 batting average. 
“Certainly the first credit goes 
to Andrew. It’s also a credit 
to our staff and the people 
who saw the change to the 
bullpen being a good step,” 
general manager Billy Beane 
said. “He had always been a 
prospect, but as a starter he hit 
a wall. There was a suggestion 
to move him to the bullpen and 
he hasn’t looked back. Since 
he made the switch to the ‘pen 
he’s been dominant.” 

Bailey became the third

closer Huston Street (2005) 
and shortstop Bobby Crosby

After getting the news, Bailey 
packed a bag and rushed 
to the airport to catch a 
flight to Oakland for a news 
conference Tuesday. He said 
he heard from manager Bob 
Geren and got congratulatory 
text messages from about 10 
teammates. 

“It’s been a crazy day,” he 
said. 

Actually, the entire fall has 
been hectic for Bailey. He 
moved to Connecticut with his 
fiancee, Amanda, and they’ve 
been planning their wedding 
for next offseason. 

And now, when he stops home 
in New Jersey, Bailey is often 
recognized. □
